The  standard  catalogue  has  a separate 
listing  for  the  “ordinary”  4 berry  reverse  and  one  for  the  EXCEEDINGLY 
RARE  5 BERRY  Reverse  (the  guidebook  lists  the  4 berry  and  5 berry  1805 
dimes  - then  why  doesn’t  it  list  this?  Guidebook  editor  please  take  note).  The 
standard  catalogue  doesn’t  even  price  the  5 berry  reverse  but  only  has  “EX. 
RARE”  (checked  around  and  was  told  only  “about  5 or  6 are  known”  - “about 
the  same  number  known  as  the  1841  $21/2).  I saw  an  1841  in  extremely  fine 
condition  recently  advertised  for  $15,000.00.  Couldn’t  find  any  recent  record 
for  this  though.  The  “ordinary”  1798  is  VERY  RARE  and  is  listed  in  the 
guidebook  for  only  $800.00  less  than  the  1796.  Then  how  much  more  is  this 
EXCEEDINGLY  RARE  5 BERRY  Reverse  worth?  $7,500.00  or  the  same  as 
the  1841,  $15,000.00?  This  is  UNCIRCULATED  WITH  PROOF  SURFACE. 
What  more  can  you  want  in  a coin?  Rarity  and  condition. 

1651  $21/2  1802  CHANGE  IN  OBVERSE  TO  8 x 5 STARS.  The  guidebook  lists  only 
1802  over  1 but  this  coin  DOES  NOT  SHOW  ANY  TRACE  OF  THE  1.  I am 
informed  that  an  extra  fine  1802  over  1 was  at  the  Kansas  City  Convention 
(middle  November)  for  $1,250.00.  This  1802  WITHOUT  1 is  just  about  UN- 
CIRCULATED (faint  rubbing  on  check)  and  if  it  were  1802/1,  I’d  say  it  was 
a $1,500.00  coin.  Since  it  appears  to  be  1802  PLAIN  DATE.  I’d  say  it  should 
AT  LEAST  be  worth  $2,500.00. 

1652  1804  14  STAR  REVERSE,  ERROR  DIE,  a nice  coin  showing  only  slight 
wear  (the  type  generally  called  “about  uncirculated”).  It  is  my  understand- 
ing that  the  reverse  die  for  dimes  of  this  year  was  also  used  for  the  $21/2  Gold. 
The  1804  dime  is  listed  in  the  guidebook  with  the  regular  13  stars  on  reverse 
and  ALSO  WITH  THE  14  STAR.  ERROR  REVERSE.  Evidently,  someone  must 
have  picked  up  the  1804  14  star  error  reverse  in  a hurry  and  struck  a few  $2V2 
before  it  was  noticed.  Why  does  the  guidebook  list  the  1804  10c  with  13  and 
14  star  reverse  and  not  the  $2%  Gold?  The  only  record  recent  enough  to  mean 
anything  was  at  the  Michigan  State  Auction  in  Detroit  over  a year  ago  in 
November,  1960.  Even  then,  when  catalog  listing  for  the  regular  1804  $21/2 
was  only  a little  more  than  half  of  what  it  is  today  (the  present  value  listing 
is  about  a year  old  as  records  and  recommendations  for  price  changes  are  as- 
sembled in  January  and  February)  it  sold  for  $2,500.00.  If  this  GREAT 
RARITY  were  in  my  stock,  I’d  ask  at  least  $5,000.00.

1834  SMALL  HEAD,  BRILLIANT  PROOF,  VERY  RARE”  lettering  in  gold!
